Ambushed By Cong 
After Long Hunt 
In Viet Jungles 


BINH GIA, Viet Nam (AP)— 
“ It was horrib le,” said Pfc. 
Ronald Haley , as he stood in the 
tiny clearing b lasted from the 
jungle so that the dead and 
wounded could b e evacuated. 
“ I’ve 
never 
heard 
such 
screaming in my life. Many of 
the wounded were y elling for 
their mothers. Some of the kids 
were caUing for God,” said Ha- 
ley , one of the few survivors, 
Haley , of Ukiah, Calif., was 
dirty and unkempt after his unit 
had b een in the jungles 30 miles 
east of Saigon fw two weeks 
searching for the Viet Cong. 
The U.S. 1st Division infantry ­ 
men found them Monday after- 
noon and in the b itter fight per­ 
haps a third or more of the com­ 
pany were killed or wounded. 
The 
company 
commander, 
Capt. William Nolen of Flor­ 
ence, S.C., describ ed how the 
b attle Involving his “ Big Red 
One” troops developed. 
He was 
wounded twice. 
The company , part of the 2nd 
Battalion, 16th Regiment, was 
moving 
through 
the 
jungles 
iwrtheast of Binh Gia on a rou­ 
tine patrol. At noon sniper fire 
b egan. 
“ After a while,” Nolen said, 
“heavy fire started coming in. 
We moved into a perimeter. In 
this first part of the fight that 
lasted from 45 minutes to an 
hour, we took quite a few cas­ 
ualties. 
“The Viet Cong withdrew and 
we called in artillery fire. An 
Air 
Force 
rescue 
helicopter 
came over and powered a lad­ 
der. They hauled out ab out a 
dozen of our wounded.

Union Order 
Ignored By 
Some Miners 


About 2 ,3 0 0 Men 
Stay Away From 
Their Work Site§ 


PITTSBURGH (A P)-M ost of 
the striking soft coal miners 
stay ed off the job today despite 
a union b ack-to-work order. But 
there were some cracks in tho 
two-day walkout. 
Ab out half the 4,600 strikers 
in Virginia returned to work, 
and a United Mine Workers Dis­ 
trict director 
said 
he 
was 
hopeful all would b e b ack b y 
Wednesday morning. 
Also b ack on the job were a 
total of 440 miners in Utah and 
Indiana. 


And in Ohio a continued shut­ 
down of the mines was b lamed 
chiefly on delay in receipt of 
the b ack-to-work order issued 
b y officials of the United Mint 
Workers Union. 
Elsewhere, a numb er of lo­ 
cals called meetings to discuss 
the walkout. 
Ab out 53,000 miners in nine 
states were on strike in the b ig­ 
gest walkout in the soft coal 
fields since 1950. 
The strike started early Mon­ 
day ov er the failure of the union 
and the Bitolnous Coal Opera­ 
tors Associati(m to reach agree­ 
ment on a new contract in 
Washingtwi. 
Telegrams signed b y Union 
President W. A. (Tony ) Boy le 
and other union officers went 
out Monday to all union districts 
ordering the strikers b ack to 
work. 
U st Friday , Boy le said the 
union considered itself “ at liber­ 
ty to strike at any time” be­ 
cause the union had no contract 
with the association. 
With the strike under way , 
union officials huddled in Wash­ 
ington b efore the b ack-to-work 
directive was issued. 
Later, Boy le m et with presi­ 
dent Edward G. Fox of the coal 
association after a meeting of 
the association’s five-man exec- 
utive committee. 
Neither side would comment 
on the meeting. There was spec­ 
ulation that Fox told Boy le the 
operators would not resume ne­ 
gotiations until the men are 
b ack at work.

b oard meets in Pittsb urgh today 
as a prelude to the resumption 
of talks in Washington, possib ly 
Wednesday .

in the search for profits had seemed

Citing instances of dishonesty and 
distortion of medical facts in adver­ 
tising and in dealing with his ag ency,

drug makers that unless they ordered 
their own house, “there is a real dang ­ 
er that the pharmaceutical industry a.s 
Vo n and T know it today may be alter­ 
ed .sig nificantly, altered beyond your 
present fears, and altered hevnnd re­ 
call ” 


The altering force, needless to say, 


would be tig hter federal control over 
the 8 ,000 or so drug companies in the 
nation — something which neither the 
industry nor g overnment nor the con­ 
sumer wants to .see happen, for bur­ 
eaucracy, however efficiently and im­
